Munaan, Korea, Sept. 1O—(.*)— 


United Nations officers swapped 
sharp words with Reds to Haesottg 
today after investigating a Com- 
munist charge that an Allied war- 
plane strafed the cease-fire confer- 
ence city this morning. 


The U. N. officers refused to 


give the Reds an on-the-spot re- 
port of their Investigation. 
They 


also refused to concede that an 
attack had occurred or that a TT. 
N. plane was Involved. 


They acknowledged only that 


during a four-hour checkup of the 
neutrality 
zone violation they 


found one bullet mark and a dozen 
.50 caliber slugs in and around a 
group of stone houses. The houses 
were about three-quarters of a 
mile from the site of the suspend- 
ed armistipe talks. 


'The Investigators said the bul- 


lets appeared to have been fired 
from several directions and at dif- 
ferent angles. 


This would eonfttet, they said, 


with the Red assertion that the 
plane made one pass over the 
house. 


When the investigation was com- 


pleted, -the senior Allied officer re- 
fused a Communist demand for a 
reply to the charge. 


Several times Darrow and Chang

Monday's jet air battle ranged

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THE JAPANESE PEACE TREATY 


In the opinion of many editorial writers and 


news analysts Russia's refusal to sign the treaty 
of peace with Japan leaves the Far East in political 
turmoil and in danger of all-out war. 


A state of war continues between Russia and 


Japan. 


Peiping radio already has announced that Com- 


munist China considers herself at war with Japan now 
that Japan has signed a treaty with the western 
world. 


What will the Reds do next? 
Unless Japan signs separate treaties with the 


Communist nations of the world - - - especially 
Russia 
the Far East may erupt into a full 


scale war. 


Highlights of the Japanese peace treaty signed 


Saturday are outlined in an Associated Press dis- 
patch as follows: 


Ends the state of war between Japan and the 


Allied powers. 


Recognizes the full sovereignty of Japan after 


six years as an occupied country. 


Japan recognizes the independence of Korea; 
Renounces claim to the Kurile Islands, Formosa 


and the Pescadores, the Spratly and Parcel Islands 
and Pacific islands now under UN trusteeship. 


Agrees to UN trusteeship of the Ryukyu (Oki- 


aawa) and Daito Islands; the Bonins, Rosario Island 
and the Volcano Islands, and Parece Vela and Marcus 
Island. 


Disposition of Japanese property in these Islands 


is left to negotiations between Japan and present ad- 
ministering authorities. 


Japan agrees to settle its international disputes 


by peaceful means; 
, 


And to live by the principles of the United Na- 


tions. 


All occupation forces to be withdrawn from Japan 


as soon as possible—not later than 90 days after the 
treaty signing. 


"Nothing in this provision shall, however, pre- 


vent the stationing or retention of foreign armed 
forces in Japanese territory" by agreement with one 
or more of the Allied powers. 


Japan accepts the judgments of the Internation- 


al Military Tribunal and other Allied war crimes 
courts; the decision of clemency powers is left to 
the Allied governments. 


Japan declares its readiness to negotiate trade 


and maritime agreements with Allied powers, ac- 
cording them most-favored nation treatment. 


Differences over interpretation of the treaty not 


otherwise settled to be referred to the International 
Court of Justice.

some $420,000,000 off a House-approved increase of 
$2,855,000,000 in personal income taxes. This plan, 
of course, has to run quite a gamut before getting 
Lull Senate endorsement.

The proposal calls on the taxpayer to subtract from 
his gross income his normal exemptions and deduc- 
tions, figure his tax due under present law, and- then 
apply a new levy of three to four per cent on what's 
left.

Soviets May Surprise Everyone 
By Signing Japanese Treaty

oTRANCISCO— (NEA)—At the beginning of this great medicine 


*•' show to get a peace treaty signed with Japan, the $64 question is, 
-"How will the Russians try to break it up?" First round diplomatic 
cocktail parties and pre-conference luncheon and dinner groups are 
kicking around these theories, since Andrei Gromyko isn't tipping the 
Russian hand: 
1. The Russians will walk out by Friday. Even money on this one. 
The argument is that as soon as the Russians see the cards are stacked 
against them, they'll issue a blast and go home mad. Against this is 
the argument that a walk-out would do them no good. They lost 
ground when they walked out at UN and eventually had to come back. 


2. The Russians will try to string out the conference in the hope 


they can break it up. This has been Russian form on Austrian peace 
treaty negotiations. It was what Gromyko did last spring in Paris, 
when Big Four deputies were trying to prepare an agenda for Council 
of Foreign Ministers meeting to talk peace. No very plausible argu- 
ments against this except that the Russians have been waging a peace 
propaganda campaign, and to sabotage another conference now would 
convince non-Communist countries that Russians don't want peace. 
O The Russians will try to use threat of renewed war in Korea to 
<*• make non-Communist countries accept Russian ideas of what 
Japanese peace should be. This is a long-shot bet There is ample 
evidence North Korean and Chinese Reds are ready to launch a 
major offensive on go signal from Russia. Cease-fire negotiators have 
been acting tough and as though they're perfectly willing to break off 
pre-armistice talks with United Nations commanders. Against this 
is the argument that new Korean offense would have opposite effects. 
Pearl Harbor didn't cause U. S. to throw up its hands and surrender 
It toughened U. S. will for an all-out effort. A new Red drive in 
Korea, after the false cease-fire moves, would further strengthen 
United Nations solidarity and end all thought of appeasement

Television Talk 


by CHUCK LOSH 


One of the most frequent ques- 
tions asked about television to- 
day concerns conversion of pi * 
sent receivers to receive the 
new U. H. F. channels. There 
has been a great deal of loud 
advertising on this subject by 
many TV firms which is not 
always a clear presentation of 
the facts. 


First of all, let's go on record 
with one truism. Any television 
receiver can be easily converted 
to U.H.F. reception, contrary to 
some misleading 
advertising. 
The heart of the conversion 
question rests in a section of the 
television receiver known as the 
tuner. There are two general 
types in commercial use today. 
One is the "continuous" type 
tuner, the other is the band- 
switching or turret tuner. Both 
types can be converted. On pre- 
sent receivers the continuous 
tuner is probably easiest for the 
layman to tune, as it tunes 
with one knob much as your 
radio does. Conversion to U. 
H.F. with the continuous tuner 
is accomplished by means of an 
external control which can be 
attached to the antenna termin- 
als of the receiver by anyone in 
30 seconds using only a screw 
driver. Conversion of the tur- 
ret or band-switching tuner can 
be accomplished internally, how- 
ever, it is a job for a technician 
and cannot be done by the av- 
erage individual. It has been 
the turret

advertising 
which has been misleading to 
the public. They don't mention 
the technician's fee for conver- 
sion . . .

(Serves 4) 


Three t a b l e s p o o n s chopped 
onion, 3 tablespoons chopped green 
pepper, Z tablespoons melted fat, 
1% cups cooked or canned toma- 
toes, % cup water, % cup un- 
cooked rice, % teaspoon salt, 
pepper. 4 eggs. 


Cook the onion and green pepper 


In fat in a large frying pan until 
the onion Is lightly' browned. Add 
the tomatoes and water and heat 
until boiling. Add the uncooked 
rice. salt, and pepper. Cover and 
COOK over low heat until rice is 
tender — 25 to 30 minutes. 


Stir occasionally with a fork 


to Keep from sticking. If the rice 
becomes dry, add a little more 
water. Drop eggs on rice. Cover. 
Simmer 5 to 10 minutes, or until 
eggs are as firm as desired.

Cook onion 
and green pepper In fat until 
tender. Remove from fat. Add 
meat to fat. 


If uncooked meat is used, cook 


until done. Add remaining in- 
gredients and heat thoroughly. 
Pour a layer of the cooked eorn- 
meal into a greased baking dish, 
add meat mixture and cover with 
rest of the eornmeal.

that the Communists are 'greatly alarmed by developments in 


the Far IJast. Without going into all the technicalities -which Gromyko 
slipped into -his speech, these Communist fears stand out: 


Soviet Russia and Red China want freedom to trade with. Japan. 


They want Japanese industrial production to serve their'economy, 
not the anti-Communist countries. 


The lip service which Gromyko paid to the need for guarantees of 


human rights, freedom of religion and freedom of speech were a 
complete blind. 
What the Communists want here is freedom to 


agitate and establish communism in Japan for a future takeover. 


Soviet Russia wants Japan completely demilitarized so that it will 


be helpless against Communist aggression by military force. Russia 
wants all Allied forces removed from the Far East. While Gromyko 
made this proposal in .the name of furthering peace in the Tar East, 
it would really pave the way for another war in this area. 


In one sense, it is a good thing the'Russians came to San Francisco. 


They have shown the Japanese delegates'what the Communists have 
in store for them, if they dictate the peace.
